FRANCE. 

The defeat of (he French expedition 
against Constantine, is one of the most 
considerable military events that has oc- 
curred for some time. Our readers will 
be interested with the official account 
published from the Paris Muniteur.

OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE EXPE- 
DITION TO CONSTANTINE. 
(extracts.) 

Bona, Dec. 1. — I had the honor of in- 
forming you, before the departure of the 
expedition, how much difficulty I had in 
collecting at Bona the troops and stores 
which contrary winds and storms had 
dispersed in all directions. While the 
Iroops embarked fullered from being kept 
so long on board, abundant rains were 
falling at Bona; and the different corps 
as they arrived, not being able to reco- 
ver themselves from the effects of their 
voyage, I was obliged to have in the hos- 
pitals 2,000 out of ihe 7,000 infantry, I 
bad succeeded in assembling. The weth- 
er having become fine, on Nov. 12th, I 
left Bona on the llith, and set out on my 
march against Constantine, with 7,000 
men of all arms. On the 19th, we en- 
camped at Rez Oned Zenati, and, here 
commenced the most cruel, unexpected, 
and unparalleled hardships. We were 
in the most elevated region, and during 
the night, rain snow and hail fell so con- 
stantly, and in such abundance, that we 
were exposed to all the rigors of a win- 
ter at St. Petersburgli, while the ground 
resembled j r. the eyes of old officers the 
mire of Warsaw. 

"e were within sight of Constantine, 
and yet brgan to despair of reaching its 
walls. We, however, continued our 
march on Ihe 20th, and the army, with 
the exception of the baggage and rear 
guard, reached the monument of Constan- 
tine, where it was forced to halt. The 
cold became excessive; many of the men 
had had their feet frozen, and many 
perished in the niglH ; for since we left 
Razel rUtha there was no more fuel to 
be obtained. In fine, the baggage — the 
‘horses to which were doublet an.l 
trebled — j .ined us. an 1 we crossed, 
on the 21st, the Bon Mezroug, one of the 
tributary streams of the Oned Ramrnel, 
which increased by the torrents, had 
overflow n its hanks. The infantry were 
up to their wnists in water, and 
many of them would have perished, hut 
f. r the cavalry, who saved them ;.t the 
risk of their lives. Several of ihe draught 
horses were drowned at the difficult pas- 
sage. The army, however, succeeded 
in reaching the opposite side of the river, 
and in a few horns afterwards we were 
in position under the walls of Constan- 
tine. The baggage of the administra ion, 
however, was left about two leagues in 
the icar, fast hound in ihe mud, but ma- 
king every effort to join us. 

Constantine is admirably situated, and 
at all points, except one, is wonderfully 
defended by nature. A ravine, 00 yards 
winds wide and of an immense depth, at 
the bottom of which runs the Oued Ilaxi- 
mcl, presents, as a scarp and counter 
scarp, a perpendicular rock, equally 
unassailable by bombardment or under- 
mining. The plateau of Mansoura has 
C'lminutiication with the town by a very 
narrow bridge, terminal ing at a double 
gateway of great strength, and well de- 
fended hv musketry from the Surrounding 
houses and gardens. 

Under the circumstances in which we 
were placed, l had no leisure lo invest 
the place regularly. J, with the Iroops 
of General Trezal, was in occupation 
of the plateau of Mansoura. 1 had di- 
rected the brigade cf the vanguard, to 
take possession of the hillocks of Ihe 
Kondilt Ata, and ihe Marabouts and 
buying grounds opposite the gate of Er 
Rahiah, and to blockade it without loss 
of time. 

It was easy at a glance to perceive that 
t lie town to he attacked on this point, hut 
it was also utterly impossible lo convey 
the lield artillery to the spot, as it was 
already buried up to the naves of the 
\t heels on the platform of Mansours. 
Colonel Tourneinine was unable to effect 
the transport of two eight pounders to 
the other position. It was at that mo- 
ment that hostilities commenced; they 
were announced to 113 by the Snog of 
two 24 pounders directed against our 
artillery, and by the red flag of the Arabs 
which was mounted on the principal bat- 
tery of ihe place. Tho Bey Aehmet 
had not ventured to shut himself up in 
Constantine, and had confided the de- 
fence of (lint town to his lieutenant Ben- 
llaissa. As lie placed no dependence 
upon the inhabitants, he had introduced 
into the town a garrison of between 1,200 
and 1,500 Turkish Kahyles, who were 
resolutely determined lo defend ihe place. 
After crossing the Oued Rammel, the 
vanguard brigade advance I upon the 
heights, which though defended by the 
Kahyles', who issued in considerable 
force from the place, were successive- 
ly carried by our troops. The latter es- 
tablished their position under ihe guns 
of the Arabs; while l disposed my artil- 
lery, the fire of which I directed against 
the gates of ElCantary during the whole 




| of the 22d. Throughout that day the 
vanguard brigade also fought most gal- 
la ntly-agaiost the combined force of the 
Arabs and the Turkish infantry, the lat- 
ter having made a sortie from the gate, 
which we were unable to blockade, as 
we haa no longer 3000 men under arms. 
I sent some additional horses to extricate 
the lashings of the guns from the mire 
in which they were imbedded, but the 
task was impracticable. I then acceded 
to the suggestion of the military intend- 
ant, who proposed lo me to send rzulcs 
to accompplish the desired object, but 
the plan could not be carried into effect, 
for just as the convoy was on the point 
of starting, under the escort of a half 
battalion, we were apprized that a por- 
tion of the 62d Regiment which had ac- 
companied and protected the lashing of 
the guns, seeing the impossibility of ex- 
triwating them, had plundered the pro- 
visions in spite of the efferts of their Co- 
lonel, staved i he casks of wine and bran- 
dy, and thus deprived us of a portion of 
our resources. 

The weather was still horrible; the 
snow fell in thick flukes, and the cold 
was excessive. It became necessary 
for me to take the place by storm, and in 
the event of ill success, to march back 
with the army without further delay. 
The first gate battered by the artillery 
was carried and if our engineers could 
only succeed in blowing up the second, 
there was still a hope that we should be 
able lo penetrate into the town. 

I now made ihe necessary preptra'ions 
for quartering the sappers and the com- 
panies that were to follow them. The 
engineers who remained behind with 
part of the wagons, having arrived at 
8 o’clock in the evening, 1 ordered Col. 
Lemeciur to prepare to reconnoitre Ihe 
state of the gate of EI Cnntara, in order 
to blow up every part of that might re- 
main standing, and to force a passage 
for 5 picked companies of the 59th and 
63d regiments, which I placed under the 
orders of my aid-de camp, Col. Dc Ranee. 
Their instructions were but slowly exe- 
cu'ed b\ theengineers, who weic exhaus- 
ted with fatigue, having passed 30 hours 
in the mire without fire or rest. The 
gate was reennnoitered only a short time 
before day-break, and the engineers re- 
quired the following day to make the 
necessarry prepara. ions for the opera- 
tion. 

On the 23d, while the artillery contin- 
ued to hatter the town, the vanguard 
brigade was vigorously attacked, I ut the 
enemy was defeated on every point, our 
cavalry cutting down a great portion of 
the Bey’s Turkish infantry. The Chief 
d’Escadron Torigny, directed this charge 
in the most brilliant manner, and through- 
out the whole of the campaign gave con- 
stant evidence of his courage and deter 
mined coolness. On our side we were 
also attacked, and by General Trezel’s 
orders the Arabs were vigorously driven 
back by the 59th Regiment of the Line, 
which covered our head quarters. 

* In the hope of divering the attention 
of the garrison, and terrifying the inhab- 
itants, I ordered twosimultaneous attacks 
for that night — the first, against the 
gate of El-Caniara, was to be under the 
direction of Colonel Lemercier; these 
cond,on the side of Koudiat-Ati, was to 
be attempted b v the troops of the van- 
guard. On the approach of night Gener- 
al Trezal himself posted tho 59th and 
■63d Regiments, which were to second 
jibe engineers. Col. Lemrcier ordered 
his men and his materiel to advance un- 
der the orders of Commandant Moiin, 
and Captains Hackett and Ruy. The 
garrison immediately commenced and 
kept up a brisk fire. An injudicious or- 
der for the advance of the free company 
of the Bougia, which was at the head of 
the column, threw into disorder the sap- 
pers, who had just commenced their la- 
bors. Our losses weie considerable, and 
the men who carried the ladders were 
killed or wounded, Capt. Ruy of the 
engineers, had his leg and wrist shatter- 
ed, and Gen. Trezel, who exposed him- 
self to the holiest of the fire to encour- 
age or rally h is troops, was felled to the 
ground by a ball which struck him in 
ihe neck. Colonel Lemercier insisted 
upon the necessity of abandoning the at- 
tack and withdrawing the troops, and 
immediately gave orders to that effect. 

The attack or. Koudiat-Ati was equal- 
ly unfortunate, and led to the loss of sc 
veral brave officers, amongst whom was 
Captain Grand, of the Engineers, an of- 
ficer of lbs highest promise, and Com- 
mandant Kichepunse. Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Duvivier on this occasion gave 
fresh proofs of his bravery ntirl skill. 
Lieutenant Bertrand, of the Artillery, 
who was wounded, also displayed the 
greatest courage and energy. 

Tho attempts which it was incumbent 
on ns to make previously to our retreat 
having failed. 1 judged it advisable to 
profit by the remainder of the night to 
assemble the army and to make every 
preparation to inarch. I accordingly- 
sent Colonel de Ranee to the vanguard 
brigade to give immediate ordors for 
breaking up its encampment, and for its 
rccrossing the Oned Ramrnel before day- 
break, in urdcr that it might take the po- 



sition which I occupied. This move- 
ment having been promptly and success- 
fully executed, I pointed out the order in 
, which the different corps were to station 
themselves, and the army having com- 
menced its march with all the baggage 
&. theartillery, were encamped at Soma. 

On the first day the retreat was ex- 
tremely difficult, as tho eotire of the gar- 
rison and a number of mounted Arabs 
attacked us, and particularly our rear- 
guard, with the most determined prese- 
verance. But the 03d Regiment and the 
Battalion of the 2d Light Infantry, un- 
der the commandant Changarnier, sup- 
ported by the mount African Chasseurs, 
repulsed every attack, occasioned much 
loss to tho enemy, and kept them ii; 
check . 

On (he 25th >ve were encamped a' 
Oued Kaluga, still repelling success- 
fully the reiterated attacks of the Arabs. 

On the 28th w e completely succeeded 
in driving Kahyles. some bands of whom 
occupid the summits of the defile lead- 
ing to Guelma, where we arrived early. 

I have not yet been able to collect the 
reports furnished by the commanders of 
corps, but as soon as they shall have 
reached my hands, I shall make them 
a subject ol a second despatch. I shall 
at the same time make known to you 
the number killed and woundod. To 
conclude, the various corps of the expe- 
dition directed their march upon Con- 
stantine without having anv act of hos- 
tility to repress. During i5 days they 
suffered under ievers at Bona, which de- 
tained 1,800 men in the hospitals; and 
near and around Constantine they were 
overwhelmed by rain, snow, hail and 
mud. The loss was inconsiderable from 
the fire of 'he place, and the enemy when 
they followed us upon Razel Akira; 
whilst the Kaby les, who presented them- 
selves in order to our return, had more 
than 400 killed. The various corps 
brought back all their artillery and nmu- 
nition wagons which were not broken 
up; all the soldiers, whether enfeebled, 
sick or wounded, were assisted or trans- 
ported along; and, in short a garrison 
has been established at Gnelnia. where 
every thing necessary for another expe 
diiion may he collected together previ- 
ous to its being carried into execution.

Min islre, your very humble and obedient 
servant, Marshal CI.AUSEL, 

Governor-General of the Possessions in 
ihe North of Africa. 

Marshal Clausel is said in tho Paris 
National to have retifrned to B >na with 
only 1,20 1 out of 7,000 men Some, i 
s tr.ue, were loll behind at a p'nc-* oalle I 
Guelma, and are expected lo return, hut 
the loss of the French is estimated in 
some of l he journals at four thousand 
men. Not only the elements seem to 
have conspired against Ihe expedition 
but the cowardice or incapacity of one 
of the principal officers, General de Rig- 
ny. As the army passed through an 
irregular defile, w here the wagons w ere 
sinking in the mud, and the soldiers were 
straggling about in confusion, a party of 
400 Arabs made their appearance, and 
began to fire upon them. The National 
says; 

“This General, a man of fashion, and 
not of war, affrighted at tho sight of this 
destructive conllict, abandoned his posi 
tion. Quitting the head of his brigade, 
he advanced to iheamhul tnce, (moving 
military hospital,) crying out that the 
army was being massacred; that Ach- 
met was coming up with his troops, and 
that it was necessary to return; observ- 
ing lo all who chose to listen to him that 
the Marshal had proved himself incapa 
ble. In an instant the brigade charged 
with the escort of Ihe convoy, which 
consisted of fifty wagons, a great num- 
ber of mules and horses, carrying with 
them 70,000 rations, and the ambulance 
loaded with the sick and wounded, was 
thrown into disorder. The Arabs fell 
upon the convoy, inassacreed the men 
without mercy, pillaged the wagons and 
thus deprived the army of itk last re- 
source.” 

We have received several other letters 
from Africa, which confirm the particu- 
lars we published a few days ago respect- 
ing the disastrous expedition against 
Constantine. One of them contains a 
calculation of the losses of the army. — 
1,500 men perished in tho campaign, 
three fourths of whom died of cold and 
hunger; 2,000 able-bodied men returned 
to Bona, br inging with them a long con- 
voy of between 3,000 and 3,500 sick and 
wounded. The hospitals are completely 
full, and sever rages in them with so 
much vio'ence that very few, it was 
feared, will recover. It was reported 
that General Trezel had diod of his 
wou nd. — National. 

It appears no other expedition will be 
undertaken against Constantine before 
April 20,001) or 25,000 men will be as- 
sembled in the meanwhile at Toulon, so 
ns to he able to strike then a decisive 
blow. — lb. 

It is reported that Marshal Clausel's 
resignation of the government of Algiers 
will be accepted, and that the Court in- 
tends to confer it on the Duke of Morte- 
murt.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The following copy of a correspon- 
dence between President Jackson and 
Santa Anna communicated by the Pres- 
ident to Congress on the 19th inst Santa 
Anna being now no longer a prisoner, we 
concur entirely with our Washington 
correspondent, that through the influence 
of the Maxican Chief, the ir.dependance 
of Texas will be recognized forthwith: 

[Translation] 

The President of the Mexican Republic 

to the President of the United States. 

To his excellency Gen. Andrf.w Jack 
son, President of the U. States of A 
merica Colcmiius, (in Texas.) July 4, 
1830. Mrcn Esteemed Sir: In fulfil, 
ment of the duties fwhich patrotism and 
honor impose upon a public man, I came 
to this country at the head of six thous- 
and Mexicans. The chance of war, 
made inevitable by circumstances, re- 
duced me to the conditon of a prisoner, in 
which I still remain, as you may have 
already learned. The disposition evinc- 
ed by General Samuel Houston, the 
CommaHdcr-in, Chief of the Texian ar. 
my, and by his successor, General. 
Thomas J. Rusk, for the termination of 
the war — the decision of the President 
and Cabinet of Texas in favor of a prop- 
er compromise between the contending 
parlies, and my own conviction, produced 
the convention of which I send you co- 
pies eonclosed, and the orders given by 
me to Gen. Filosola, my second in com- 
mand, to recede from the river Brassos, 
where ha was posted, to the other side of 
the river Bravo del Norte. 

As there was no doubt that General 
Filisola would religiously comply, as far 
as concerned himself, the President and 
Cabinet agreed that I should set off 
for Mexico, in order to fulfil the other en- 
gagements; and, with that intent, I em- 
barked on hoard the schooner Invincible, 
which was to carry me to the port of Ve- 
ra Cruz, Unfortunately, however, some 
indiscreet persons raised a mob, which 
obliged tho authorities to have me land- 
ed hv force, and brought hack into strict 
confinement This incident has prevented 
me from going to Mexico, where I should 
otherwise have airived in last month; 
and in consequence of it, the Govern- 
ment of that couutry, doubtless ignorant 
of what has occured, lias wiihdrawn the 
comm ind of the army from General Fi- 
lls lla, and has ordered his successor, Gen. 
Urrea, tocontinuc its operations. In obe- 
dience i to which order Gen. Us accor- 
ding to the latest acconts, already at the 
river Nueces. In voan have some re- 
flecting and worthy men endeavoured to 
demonstrate the necesity of moderation, 
and cf my going to Mexico, according to 
tlio conven ion; hut the excitement of 
ho public mind has increased with the 
return of the Mexican army to Texas. 
Such is the State of things here at pres- 
en'. The continuation of the war and of 
its disasters is theref ire inevitable, unless 
the voice of reason be hoard, in proper 
lime, for tho month of some powerful in- 
dividual. It appears to me that you, sir, 
have it in your power to perform this 
good office, by interfering in favor of the 
execution of the said convention, which 
shall be strictly fulfilled on my part. 
When I offered to treat with this Govern 
ment, l was convinced that it was use- 
less for Mexico to continue tho war. I 
havo .acquired exact information respect- 
ing this country which I did not possess 
four months ago. 1 have too much zeal 
for the interest of my country to wish for 
any thing which is not compatible with 
them. Being always ready to sacrifice 
mvsclffor its glory and advantage, I 
never should have hesitated to subject 
mysclfto torments or death, rather than 
consent to any compromise, at Mexico 
could thereby have obtained the slightest 
I am firmly convinced that it is proper 
[to terminate this question by political 
negotiations: that coviction alone deter- 
mined me sincerely to agree to what 
has been stipulated; and in the same 
spirit, I make to you this frank declar- 
ation. Be pleased, sir, to favor me by a 
like confidence on your part; afford mo 
the satisfaciion of avoiding approaching 
evils, and of contributing to that good 
which my heart advises. Let us enter 
into negotiations by which the friendship 
between yor nation and the Mexican 
may he strengthened, both being amica- 
bly engagued in giving being and sta- 
liili ty to people who are desirous of 
abpearing in the political world, anil 
who under the protection of the two na 
tions, will attain the object within a 
few years. 

The Mexicans are magnanimous when 
treated with consideration. I will clear- 
ly set before them the proper and hu- 
mane reasons which require noble and 
frank conduct on iheir part, and I doubt 
not hey will act thus as soon as they have 
been convinced. 

By that I have here submitted, you 
will see the sentiments which animate 
me; and with which I remain your most 
humble and obedient servant,

The President of the United States to the' 
President of the Mexican Republic. 

Hermjtaoe, September 4, 1836. 

To Gen. Ant . Lopez d t Santa Anna: 
Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge" 
the receipt of your letter of the 4th oP 
July last, which has been forwarded to' 
me by Gen. Samuel Houston, under cov- 
er of one from him, transmitted by an' 
express from Gen. Gaiaes, who is icr 
command of the United States forces ou 1 
the Texian frontier. The great object 
of these communications appears to be' 
to put an end to the disasters which' 
necessarily attended the civil war now 
raging in Texas, and asking the inter-* 
position of Ihe United States in further** 
ing so humane and desirable a purpose. 
That any well intended effort of yours- 
in aid of this object should have been- 
defeated, is calculated to exei’e the re- 
gret of all who justly appreciate the 
blessings of peace, and who take ro in- 
terest in the cause which contribute to* 
the prosperity of Mexico in her domes- 
tic as well as her foreign relations. 

Tho Government of the U. States if 
ever anxious to cultivate peace and' 
friendship with all nations. But if pro- 
ceeds on the principle that nations hare' 
Ihe right to alter, amend, or change 
their own Government, as the sorer* 
eign power, the people may direct. In' 
this respect, it never interferes with the' 
policy of other poweis, nor can it per* 
mit any on the part of others with its in- 
ternal policy. Consistently with tliir 
principle, whatever we can do to restore 
peace betweeo, contending nations, or 
remove the cause of misunderstanding 
are cheerfully at the service of those 
who are willing to rely upon our good 1 
offices as a friend or mediator. 

In reference, however, to the agree-- 
ment which you, as the representative 
of Mexico, have made with Texas, a»d" 
which invites the interposition of the U.- 
States, you will at once see that we are' 
forbidden, by the character of the com- 
munications made to us through the 
Mexican Minister, from considering it.- 
That Government has notified us that,, 
as long as you are a prisoner, no act of 
yours will be regarded as binding by the 
Mexican authorities. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it wHI be manifest to yotf 
that good faith to Mexico, a- Well as the 
general principle to which I have adver- 
ted, as forming the basis of our inter- 
course with all foreign powers, make* 
it impossible lor me to take any step* 
like that you have anticipated. Ifhow- 
ever, Mexico should signify her willing- 
ness to avail herself of our good office in 
bringing about the desirable result you:

In the 
mean time, I hope Mexico and Texas, 
feeling that war is the greatest of cala- 
mities, will pause before another cam- 
paign is undertaken, and can add in the 
number of those scenes of bloodshed 
Which have already marked the pro- 
gress of their contest, and have given so 
much pain to their Christian friends 
throughout the world.

Second . The Treasuer shall receive, and safely >|tuch metal, 
koep all moneys which shall he for the use and 
support of the mint; shall keep all current ac- 
counts of the mint, and pay all moneys doe hy 
the mint, or warrants from the director. He shall j 
receive alt bullion brought to toe mint for coinage ; J 
shall be the keeper of all bullion and coin in the j 
qiint, except while the same is legally placed in j 
tjje bands of o' her officers, and shall, on warrants j 
from the director, deliver all coins struck at the 
mint to llip person to whom they shall be legally 
payable. And he shall keep tegular and faith- 
ful accounts of all the transactions of the mint, 
in bullion and coins, both wilh the officetsof the 
mint and the depositions; and sImII present, quar- 
ter yearly, to the Treasury Department of the 
United States, according to such forms as shall 
be prescribed by that department, an account of 
the receipts and disbursement of the mint, for 
the purpose of being adjusted and settled . 

Third, ^hc assayer shall carefully assay all 
meials used in coinage, whenever such assays are 
required in the o-pefations of the mint; and he 
shall also make assays of coins whenever instruct- 
ed to do so bv the director. 

Fourth. The melterand refiner shall execute all 
the operations which are necessary in order to 
form ingots of standard silver or gold, suitable for 
.the chief coiner, from the metals legally delivered 
to him for that pmpose. 

Fifth. The chief coiner shall execute all the 
operations which are necessaiy in order t«« form 
coins, conformable in all respects to the law, from 
the standard silver and gold ingot s and the cop- 
per planchou, legally delivered to him for this 
purpose. 

Sixth . The engraver shall prepare and engrave, 
with the legal devices and inscriptions, all the 
dies used in the coinage of the mint and its bran- 
ches, 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That the 
director shall appoint, with the approbation of the 
President, assistants to the assayer, melter and 
refiner, cfiief coiner and, engraver, and clerks for 
the director Rnd fireai.u/ef, whenever on represen- 
tation mane by the director to the President, 
shall he the opinion of the' President, that such 
assistants or clerks are necessary. And it shall 
be the duty of the assistants to aid their princi 
pals in the execution of their respective offi- 
ces, and of the clerks, to perform such duties 
as 6hall be prescribed for them by the diiec- 
tor. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted. That when 
ever any officer of the mint shall be temporarily 
absent on account of sickness, or any other suffi 
cienl cause, it shall be lawful for the director, wilh 
the assent of s^id officer, to appoint some person 
attached to ihe mint, to act in the place of sucli 
officer, during his absence, and that the director 
shall employ such workmen and servents in the 
mint, as he shall from time to time find necessa- 
ry. 

Sgc. 5. And be it further enacted , Thet every 
officer, assistant, and clerk of the mint, shall be- 
fore he enters upon the execution of his office, 
take an oath or affirmation before some judge of 
the United States or judge of the superior court, 
or any court of record, of any Slate, faithfully 
and deligently to perform the duties thereof. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted , That the 
following officers of the mint, before entering up- 
on the execution for their respective offices, shall 
become bound to the United Stales, with one or' 
more sureties to the satisfaction of the Secretary, 
of t he Treasury, in the sums hereinafter mention- 
ed, with condition loathe faithful and diligent 
performance of the duties of l-beir offices, viz; 

The treasurer in the sum of ten thousand dollars; 
the assayer in the sum of five thousand dollars; 
the melterand refiner in the sum of,ten thousand 
dollars: — and the chief coiner in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars. And that similar bonds may 
also be required of tiie assistants and clerks, in 
suefi, sjjuis as the director shall determine, with 
the approbation of ibe Secretary of the Treasu 

ry. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, Thatihere 
shall be allowed to the officers of the mint, the 
following salaries per annum ; To the director for 
his services, including travelling expenses, incur- 
red in visiting the different branches, and all other 
charges whatever, three thousand five hundred 
dollars; to the treasurer, assayer, melter and re- 
finer, chief coiner and engraver, each t two thou- 
sand dollars ; to the assistants and clerks, such 
annual salaries, shall be allowed as the director 
may determine, with the approbation of the Pre- 
sident; Provided, That an assistant shall not 
receive more than fifteen hundred dollars; and 
that a clerk shall not receive more than twelve 
hundred dollars ; lo the workmen and servants 
shall be allowed such wages, lo he determined by 
the director, as may be customary and reasonable, 
according to their respective stations and occupa- 
tions; and that the salaries provided for in this 
section, shall be payable in quarterly instal- 
ments. 

Sec. 8. And be it furiher enacted. That the 
standard for both gold and silver coins of the Unit- 
ed States shall hereafter be such, that of one thou- 
sand parts by weight, nine hundred he of pure 
metal, and qne hundred of alloy ; and the ajloy 
of the silver coins shall bp of copper; and the 
alloy of the gold coins shall be of copper and sil- 
ver, provided that the silver do noi crtceed one- 
half of the whole alloy. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That of 
the silver coins, the dollar shall be of the weight 
of four hundred and twelve and one-half grains;
